Everything indicates that in the near future the 
Reich Government will intervene in the inter-

The tone of the ‘German press 
likewise grew Doe sharper.

In political circles in Berlin, the 
position of Germany towards the 
Czecho-Slovakian problem is sum-

ties in Czecho-Slovakia is not an

_ 2 In the very nature of the situa- 
tion, the fact that’ there are 314 
million Germans, who have Czecho- 
Slovakian nationality, must make 
the weight ‘of Berlin’s influence on 
the solution of the question greater 
than that of London and Paris 
who, by their demarche, have al- 
ready begun to ‘make their ‘in- 
fluence felt in Prague. 
“INTOLERABLE” 

is intolerable that the 
Russo - Czecho - Slovakian military. 
alliance ‘should have created a 
military strategic basis for Bol- 
shevism right in the heart of 
Europe. ‘ 

This military alliance, in the 
German opinion, is an_ essential

The “Berliner Tageblatt,” | the 
first German newspaper to do so, 
yaises a demand for holding a 
plebiscite in Czecho-Slovakia.

YT is inupoanitile to exaggerate the’ 
importance of ‘securing the 
utmost’ co-operation between the 
two great. English-speaking coun- 
‘tries. Not only do we between us 
control a very large proportion of . 
the total trade .of the world, but 
we are so placed from the point. of 
view of -geography and otherwise 
that, given co-operation and. unity 
between us, there is no limit to the 
‘influence we could exercise on be- 
half of the peaceful and orderly 
development of ‘civilisation. 


It is customary ‘to be somewhat 
sentimental on the question of 
Anglo-American relations, but I 
have never seen any reason why 
this should be so, for I find the 
average ‘American likes frankness 
and a sense of reality just as much 
as does the Britisher. Co-operation 
has never in the past proved very 
easy between America and Great 
Britain. There has been friend- 


ship and a common outlook on 
many problems, especially in the 


last twenty or thirty years, but for. 


various reasons effective co-opera- 
tion has been hard to achieve. . 
. Some of the explanations may lie
